Mill  Pond  Nature  Trail 


This  year  the  Selectmen  selected  a  photograph  show- 
ing a  short  section  of  the  newly  constructed  nature 
trail  along  the  northwest  shore  of  the  Mill  Pond.  The 
new  trail  begins  at  the  small  parking  lot  off  the  Walpole- 
Bellows  Falls  Road  and  continues  along  the  edge  of  the 
pond  through  the  great  variety  of  grand  trees,  shrubs, 
vines,  fern,  and  other  wet  land  plants,  all  the  way  to 
the  right-of-way  road  across  the  northernmost  point  of 
the  ponds. 

David  Allen,  the  State  Biologist,  noted  the  many  large 
white  oak  and  tall  pine  trees  along  the  western  bank  and 
a  large  Hackberry  tree  in  a  clump  of  three  stems.   These 
he  said  are  uncommon,  but  found  in  some  areas  of  the 
Connecticut  Valley. 

He  noted  the  causeway,  or  low  dike,  crossing  the  pond 
and  suggested  that  this  be  made  passable  permitting  a 
loop  trail  around  the  deeper  main  pond.   This  dike  now 
divides  the  marshy  upper  pond  from  the  main  body  of  water. 

Moving  north  along  the  trail  you  will  find,  "an  excellent 
stand  of  blue  beech  on  the  bank,  and  a  huge  white  oak 
and  a  beech.   There  are  beech  drops;  (Epifagus  Virginiana) , 
which  is  a  parasite  or  saprophytic  plant  only  found  under 
beech  trees . " 

Other  typical  plants  found  along  the  bank  include  the 
Canada  yew,  maple-leaved  viburnum,  and  a  group  of  big 
black  birch.   Near  the  causeway  there  is  a  small  area  of 
poison  ivy. 

Along  the  upper  pond  areas  you  will  find  active  beaver 
workings  with  a  good  many  fresh  cuttings. 

The  swamp  areas  and  shallow  ponds  are  ideal  for  ducks 
and  water  fowl.   Wild-life  of  all  kinds  frequent  the  areas 
around  the  perimeter  of  the  ponds,  marsh,  and  wetlands. 

The  cover  photo  on  this  report  shows  better  then  words 
the  beauty  of  some  areas  along  the  new  trail  by  the  water's 
edge  through  the  area  of  land  and  water  acquired  by  the 
town  from  Lottie  Mathers  by  purchase,  and  the  almost  30 
acres  donated  by  R.N.  Johnson.

1983 


1983  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  at  the  library.   It 
was  a  little  disappointing  to  note,  however,  that  circulation 
of  adult  and  juvenile  fiction  and  non-fiction  had  decreased 
a  little,  but  that  the  circulation  of  magazines  increased. 
This  indicates  that  perhaps  many  people  no  longer  subscribe 
to  costly  magazines  and  are  taking  advatage  of  the  fine 
selection  available  at  the  library. 

Many  recordings,  modern  and  classical,  are  available  to 
either  take  home  or  listen  to  at  the  library.   The  stereo 
with  earphones,  which  was  donated  to  us,  is  now  in  good  work- 
ing order  and  can  be  used  in  the  library  for  your  listening 
pleasure . 

We  were  very  pleased  to  receive  an  award  of  $1,000.00  in 
August,  1983  from  the  Ira  S.  and  Gertrude  S.  Hubbard  Fund 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Charitable  Trust  to  supplement  Biography, 
History  and  Reference  collections. 

Much  time  this  year  was  spent  on  evaluating  a  collection 
of  lithographs  and  photographs  left  to  the  library  years  ago. 
Our  evaluation  at  this  time  is  not  completed  but  it  is  hoped 
that  soon  we  will  be  able  to  preserve  and  display  this  legacy 
for  all  to  enjoy. 

Our  copy  machine  has  served  us  well  for  quite  a  few  years, 
but  we  foresee  that  this  will  have  to  be  updated  in  the  near 
future  as  repairs  and  supplies  are  becoming  increasingly 
harder  to  obtain  and  the  machine  is  much  in  demand. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  who  have  been 
so  supportive  with  their  many  activities  during  the  year, 
such  as  the  Summer  Reading  Program,  the  production  by  the 
King's  Puppateers,  the  Used  Book  Sale  in  July  and  presently, 
the  monthly  Pre-school  Story  Hour.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WALPOLE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE  FOR  198  3 

The  new  swimming  pool  opened  for  the  first  time  on  August  31, 
1983  and  was  open  for  swimming  through  September  11,  1983.   Thanks 
mostly  can  be  given  to  Dr.  James  Smith  and  the  Recreation  Area  Dev- 
elopment Committee.   During  the  twelve  consecutive  days  it  was  open, 
1200  people  attended  the  pool.   There  was  no  charge  for  attendance 
as  the  Committee  felt  that  for  the  short  time  the  pool  was  open,  as 
many  should  be  encouraged  to  use  it  as  possible.   Sorry  to  say,  this 
will  not  be  the  case  for  the  1984  season. 

In  asking  the  Town  for  an  appropriation  to  operate  the  pool  for 
the  year  1983,  it  was  difficult  as  we  did  not  know  exactly  how  long 
the  pool  would  be  open.   We  assumed  the  longest  time  possible,  and 
asked  for  and  received  $10,000.00.   Since  we  were  only  open  for 
twelve  days  we  did  not  use  the  entire  budgeted  amount  for  the  oper- 
ation of  the  pool.   The  Committee  felt  that  this  was  a  good  time  to 
purchase  items  of  equipment  which  were  not  included  in  the  construc- 
tion cost  of  the  pool.   The  Committee  felt  with  the  addition  of  these 
items  it  would  make  for  a  much  better  pool.   It  would  also  prevent 
having  to  ask  in  the  1984  budget  for  the  items.

The  Recreation  Area  Development  Committee  is  pleased  to 
report  that  the  primary  recreational  facilities  planned  for 
the  park;  the  swimming  pool,  the  basketball  courts  and  tennis 
courts  were  completed  during  198  3. 

The  committee  is  grateful  to  all  those  who  made  private  do- 
nations to  the  project  which  have  made  the  recreational  park 
a  reality  in  Walpole. 

We  are  especially  grateful  to  those  who  made  major  financial 
donations,  to  the  Frank  W.  Whitcomb  Construction  Co.,  for  its 
major  donation  of  work-in-kind,  as  well  as  William  Houghton, 
Loren  Livengood,  and  Chip  O'Brien  for  services  they  provided  in 
building  the  park. 

Please  note  in  the  financial  statement  above  that  we  received 
a  total  of  $91,960.00  in  matching  federal  funds  from  the  land 
and  water  conservation  fund  in  1983  and  expect  to  receive  the 
5%  retained  until  project  completion  of  $4,840.00  in  1984. 

As  indicated  in  the  financial  report  the  current  estimate  to 
complete  the  park  is  $31,000.00.   The  major  areas  left  to  be 
completed  include:  the  jogging  track,  landscaping,  lighting  for 
the  basketball  courts,  wood  rail  fencing  around  the  parking  lot, 
an  entrance  sign,  waterproofing  bathhouse  walls,  a  tennis  shelter, 
and  misc.  equipment. 

In  order  to  complete  the  project  as  currently  planned  it  will 
be  necessary  to  raise  an  additional  $10,000.00  in  private  donations 

The  committee  is  looking  forward  to  having  a  grand  opening  of 
the  park  in  late  June  of  1984.   We  hope  that  each  of  you  and  all 
those  interested  in  the  park  project  will  be  able  to  attend  the 
opening  in  order  to  celebrate  the  occasion  and  to  dedicate  the 
park  to  Frank  W.  Whitcomb. 

We  very  much  appreciate  your  co-operation  and  support  through- 
out the  life  of  the  project.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  FOR  THE  YEAR  19  8  3 


ACADEMY  RAVINE  TRAIL 

Alfred  and  Diana  Bertin  presented  the  Town  of  Walpole  a  deed, 
duly  registered,  conveying  a  tract  of  land  located  in  the  upper  part 
of  Academy  Ravine.   The  area  conveyed  includes  land  on  both  sides  of 
the  stream,  being  an  overall  width  of  150'  to  180 ',  and  685'  in 
length  along  the  ravine,  containing  2.9  acres.   This  conveyance 
clears  all  the  questions  as  to  titles  on  both  side  of  the  Academy 
Ravine,  from  the  upper  boundary  at  the  Old  Meeting  House  Hill  Foot- 
bridge to  the  entrance  near  the  village  on  School  Street.   We 
appreciate  this  and  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Bertin. 

Boy  Scout  Troop  #299,  under  the  leadership  of  Scoutmaster 
Lawrence  Switzer,  during  the  weekends  of  early  fall,  restored  and 
renewed  the  lower  part  of  the  Academy  Ravine  nature  trail,  clearing 
and  improving  the  pathway  and  repairing  and  restoring  the  bridges, 
which  had  been  subject  to  some  serious  vandalism.   Committee  mem- 
bers William  Moses,  David  Davignon,  Tim  Foley,  Jacob  Hunter,  and 
Bill  Houghton  advised,  led,  and  helped  with  the  construction  and 
repairs . 


FOREST  IMPROVEMENT 

Your  commission,  under  the  guidance  of  Marshall  Patmos,  Ches- 
shire  County  Forrester,  completed  weeding  and  thinning  on  a  little 
over  10  acres  of  the  Hooper  Woodland  east  of  the  Golf  Course  bord- 
ering on  the  Watkins  Hill  Road.   This  work  should  improve  the 
growth  of  the  lovely  pine  and  hardwoods  growing  in  this  area.   The 
Cheshire  County  Conservation  District  Office  approved  the  work  and 
reimbursed  the  Town  of  Walpole  at  the  rate  of  $38.00  per  acre. 
The  Conservation  District  Office  suggested  to  us  that  they  could 
provide  funds  for  an  additional  15  acres.   The  Selectmen  choose 
to  make  the  improvement  in  the  Hooper  lot  fronting  along  Reservoir 
Road  and  had  the  additional  work  done  in  that  location. 


THE  MILL  POND  NATURE  TRAIL 

On  September  12,  1983  the  Selectmen  joined  the  Commission  to 
officially  open  a  newly  constructed  nature  trail  along  the  north- 
west shore  of  the  Mill  Pond.  A  scene  from  this  trail  is  shown  in 
the  photograph  on  the  cover  of  this  report.  The  trail  leads 
through  a  lovely  stand  of  giant  oak  and  tall  white  pine,  together 
with  a  great  variety  of  trees,  shrubs,  ferns,  and  flowers. 

Engineered  and  directed  by  Charles  Philbrook  of  the  Commission, 
with  some  assistance  from  our  Road  Agent,  Robert  Smith,  a  sub- 
stantial fill  was  put  in  place  to  made  a  gentle  grade,  a  culvert 
placed  to  handle  drainage  from  the  highway,  and  topsoil  brought  in 
to  make  an  easy  entrance  to  the  start  of  the  trail  along  the 
water ' s  edge . 

We  express  out  thanks  to  Boggy  Meadow  Farms  for  their  gift  of 
top  soil  and  the  use  of  their  trucks  and  bulldozer;  all  needed  to 
provide  the  gently  grassy  grade  into  the  trail. 

One  of  the  old  ice  houses  stood  beside  the  pond  in  this  loc- 
ation.  The  Mill  Pond  was  a  busy  area  sixty  to  eighty  years  ago. 
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Here  is  where  farmers  and  lumbermen  brought  their  logs  to  sell  or 
have  them  sawed  into  boards  and  timbers  for  construction  purposes. 

A  dam  across  Blanchard's  Brook  diverted  the  waters  of  the  clear 
cold  brook  through  a  canal  into  the  Mill  Pond,  keeping  it  fresh  and 
clean.   This  provided  a  good  volume  of  water  from  drainage  of  sever- 
al square  miles  of  the  hills  of  Walpole  Valley  to  power  the  wheel 
which  turned  the  saw. 

Ice  for  Walpole  and  the  surrounding  area  was  cut  in  this  pond 
and  stored  in  three  large  ice  storage  sheds.   Apples  from  the 
surrounding  countryside  were  brought  here  each  fall  where  the  big 
presses  made  great  volumes  of  cider  in  preparation  for  another 
long,  cold  winter. 

It  was  the  expressed  desire  of  the  donors  of  the  40  acres 
(approximately)  of  land  and  water,  R.  N.  Johnson,  Hubbard  Farms, 
and  Lottie  Mathers,  that  this  area  be  made  accessible  and  protected 
as  a  natural  area  and  a  wildlife  refuge  for  the  enjoyment  and  ed- 
ucational opportunities  such  an  area  provides.   The  value  of  this 
area  as  a  wildlife  refuge  requires  that  activities  be  limited  to 
passive  recreation  and  educational  use. 

We  were  successful  a  couple  of  years  ago  in  getting  the  Fish 
and  Game  Department  to  stock  the  Mill  Pond  with  large  mouth  bass 
and  yellow  perch.   This  combination,  it  is  thought,  will  provide 
some  interesting  fishing,  and  canoes  and  light  boats  may  be  launch- 
ed in  the  area  below  the  parking  lot. 

The  trail  leads  along  the  water's  edge  from  the  parking  lot 
and  continues  the  full  length  (a  little  over  one-half  mile)  of  the 
three  ponds.   Beyond  the  first  causeway  that  bisects  the  main  pond 
you  are  very  likely  to  see  beaver  and  their  recent  workings.   This 
is  a  very  active  colony  and  you  will  see  a  number  of  runs  and 
recent  cuttings.   In  early  morning  and  late  afternoon  there  is  a 
good  chance  that  a  quiet  approach  might  give  you  a  glimpse  of  a 
beaver  at  work. 

It  is  a  rich  area  for  all  kinds  of  wildlife  including  beaver, 
muskrat,  mink,  deer,  fox,  skunk,  and  rabbit  which  frequent  the  area 
as  well  as  all  the  water  loving  birds.   Wood  Ducks  nest  and  produce 
their  young  on  or  around  this  pond  and  marsh.   Cranes  frequent  the 
area.   All  wildlife  find  food  and  protection  in  the  surrounding 
woodland,  fields,  marsh  and  wetlands.   Botanists  will  find  a  great 
advantage  if  possible  to  enlarge  the  area  to  include  all  the 
surrounding  swamp  and  wetlands. 


STATEWIDE  PROGRAM  TO  MONITOR  ACID  PRECIPITATION 

Your  Conservation  Commission  participated  in  the  statewide 
acid  rain  monitoring  program.   The  area  of  the  southwest  part  of 
New  Hampshire  and  the  lakes  region  recorded  PH  readings  slightly 
lower  that  the  average  for  the  state  as  a  whole.   Northern  New 
Hampshire  and  higher  elevations  recorded  higher  readings.   All 
readings  are  from  the  litmus  kits  supplied  by  the  State  Association 
of  Conservation  Commissions  for  the  statewide  survey.

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WALPOLE  TOWN  HISTORY 

In  1954,  an  article  was  passed  in  our  Town  Warrant  to  bring 
the  Walpole  Town  History  up  to  date  since  its  issue  in  1878.   The 
suggestion  was  that  the  Walpole  Historical  Society  would  be  glad 
to  assume  general  responsibility  for  the  outline  and  plans.   As 
the  years  event  on,  they  gathered  the  historical  material  and 
information,  with  the  help  of  the  townspeople.   They  then  choose  a 
printer,  a  managina  editor,  and  kept  the  town  voters  and  Selectmen 
up  to  date  by  reports  each  year.   The  voters  always  responded  by 
raising  and  appropriating  monies  on  a  as  needed  basis. 

Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  Histories  would  repay  all 
obligations  for  the  publication,  and  all  sales  in  excess  would 
repay  the  town  appropriations.   The  History  was  printed  in  196  3 
and  with  the  Walpole  Historical  Society  acting  as  the  agent  for 
the  Town  of  Walpole,  all  obligations  will  be  fulfilled  when  the 
balance  of  $692.50  is  paid.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WALPOLE  FIRE  DISTRICT  COMMISSIONERS 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Walpole 
Fire  District,  Thursday  March  15,  1984  at  8:00  P.M.  at  the  Walpole 
Town  Hall.   Please  bring  this  Town  Report  with  you.   We  hope  as  many 
as  possible  will  attend  this  meeting. 

During  October  of  1983,  we  finalized  the  purchase  of  one  and  one 
half  acres  of  land  on  the  corner  of  Homestead  Avenue  and  Turnpike 
Street  from  Mr.  R.  N.  Johnson,  for  the  site  of  a  future  fire  station 
for  the  Town  of  Walpole.   This  has  been  approved  by  a  special  meeting 
held  June  16,  1983.   We  have  the  first  of  two  installments  to  be  made 
in  1984  for  $12,000.00.   The  second  installment  due  in  1985  amounts 
to  $13,000.00. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  has  been  spent  since  the  study 
committee  conclusions  and  recommendations  in  1978.   We  praised  the 
committee  for  having  the  foresight  to  see  our  needs  and  allowing  us 
the  time  to  make  the  purchase.   We  feel  that  this  step  will  pay  off 
for  the  Town  in  the  years  ahead.   The  congestion  at  the  present 
location  seems  to  get  worse  as  time  goes  along. 

We  have  been  able  to  save  on  our  heating  fuel  purchases  through 
the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  Cooperative  purchasing 
program. 

During  the  year,  we  made  and  in  depth  Insurance  appraisal  with 
the  help  of  William  Stewart  of  the  Dunlap  Agency  of  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire,  who  specializes  in  emergency  services  organizations  and 
their  members,  representing  the  Volunteer  Fireman  Insurance  Services 
Inc.  of  York,  PA.   It  was  brought  to  our  attention  that  we  did  not 
have  errors  and  omissions  coverage  for  our  firemen  covering  damages 
arising  out  of  the  performance  of  professional  services  for  other 
caused  by  a  negligent  act,  error,  or  omission  of  the  insured.   We 
also  found  out  we  were  not  covered  for  fellow  member  liability 
which  provides  coverage  for  the  volunteer  members  in  respect  to  any 
legal  liability  for  bodily  injury  and  personal  injury  to  another 
volunteer  member  from  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  volunteer 
member.   After  taking  an  inventory  of  our  portable  equipment,  we 
found  that  the  total  came  to  $184,277.00  for  which  we  did  not  have 
coverage.   Under  the  new  policy  with  the  Volunteer  Firemen's 
Insurance  Services,  Inc.,  we  changed  our  vehicles  from  actual  cash 
value  to  an  agreed  insurable  value  which  gives  us  one  and  a  half 
times  more  protection. 

In  January  of  1984,  following  our  appraisal  findings,  we  decided 
it  was  not  wise  to  wait  for  our  Annual  Meeting  to  have  this  put 
into  effect,  so  as  of  January  10,  a  binder  was  issued  until  April 
1,  1984.   The  Budget  for  this  represents  fifteen  months  instead  of 
a  twelve  months  period.   The  fire  station  building  and  its  contents 
as  well  as  workers  compensation  policy  will  be  kept  under  the  Town's 
Blanket  Policy. 

We  strongly  felt  that  it  is  our  responsibility  as  Commissioners 
to  protect  our  Town  Volunteer  Firemen  for  the  liability  that  we 
subject  them  to  as  they  perform  their  duties  to  our  community. 

The  house  numbering  project  is  in  the  final  stages  of  completion 
and  should  be  in  operation  in  1984. 

The  Commissioners  are  very  pleased  with  the  efforts  and  sincere 
dedication  that  our  firemen  have  shown  again  this  year. 
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The  continued  training  and  attitude  of  your  fireman  is  the 
secret  of  their  success.   Our  sincere  thanks  goes  to  them  for  their 
contribution  of  a  video  training  set. 

We  thank  each  and  everyone  for  their  contribution  of  cooperation 
and  skill  throughout  the  years.

We  hope 
this  will  help  to  explain  the  reason  for  the  additional  tax  bill 
that  we  all  have  recently  received.

Dear  Commissioner  Daniels: 

This  is  to  advise  you  that  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Admin- 
stration  has  approved  a  supplemental  tax  rate  for  your  Precinct  for 
the  calendar  year  1983. 

The  Selectmen  of  Walpole  are  being  officially  notified  of  this 
action,  which  was  required  to  assure  that  the  Walpole  Fire  Precinct 
will  be  paid  the  amount  of  property  taxes  necessary  to  fund  its  oper- 
ations for  the  said  year  1983.   As  you  know,  the  original  tax  rate 
set  for  your  Precinct  was  incorrectly  calculated  due  to  a  misinter- 
pretation on  our  part  of the  data  included  in  your  certificate  of 
appropriations  as  approved  by  the  1983  precinct  meeting. 

We  sincerely  apologize  for  any  inconvenience  which  this  error 
may  have  caused  your  Board. 

In  any  event,  the  Selectmen  will  be  issuing  a  supplemental  tax 
warrant  to  the  Walpole  Tax  Collector  for  the  amount  of  additional 
taxes  involved. 

We  have  increased  the  appropriation  listed  in  your  certificate 
of  appropriations  for  the  fire  station  site  purchase  from  $15,000.00 
to  $40,000.00.   Likewise,  we  have  increased  the  estimated  revenues 
for  long-term  notes  from  $15,000.00  to  $25,000.00.   Finally,  the 
amount  of  precinct  taxes  required  to  fully  fund  your  Precinct  app- 
ropriations for  1983  were  increased  from  $34,992.00  to  $49,992.00. 
The  above  changes  are  required  so  that  your  certification  will  pro- 
perly reflect  the  votes  taken  at  your  1983  precinct  meeting. 

The  increase  in  1983  taxes  required  by  the  Precinct  results  in 
a  supplement  precinct  tax  rate  of  $0.21  per  thousand,  for  a  combined 
total  tax  rate  of  $0.71  per  thousand  for  the  year.

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  everyone  who 
had  anything  to  do  with  the  honor  bestowed  on  me  in  December. 
Being  a  Chief  Officer  of  a  Volunteer  Department  is  a  big  job,  but 
is  very  rewarding  when  you  have  a  group  of  men  like  we  have.   They 
have  been  2  0  short  years,  with  many  ups  and  downs,  but  I  think  the 
results  have  been  very  good. 

In  the  year  1983,  we  answered  63  calls  as  follows:   10  chimney, 
5  auto  rescue,  5  alarm  calls,  3  auto  fires,  2  electrical,  2  rescue, 
2  false  alarms,  2  misc.,  1  building  fire.   We  answered  31  mutual 
aid  calls. 

Much  was  done  in  training  this  year.   We  had  members  attend 
Meadowood  and  Connecticut  Valley  Schools,  a  rescue  training  class 
at  Alstead,  and  many  of  our  own  classes.   The  firemen  purchased  the 
Firehouse  Video  Training  Set  at  a  cost  of  over  $2,000.00.   This 
coming  year  we  hope  to  add  tapes  to  this  set.   We  were  host  to  the 
Windham  Company  Firefighter  large  diameter  hose  school  that  was 
held  at  Drewsville  Airway  training  area. 

I  want  to  purchase  500 '  of  4"  hose  to  replace  some  of  our  4" 
hose  that  is  15  or  16  years  old  and  is  showing  wear.   We  also  need 
to  add  to  our  rescue  tools  and  air  bag  system. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Commissioners  for  the  work  that  was 
done  purchasing  the  R.  N.  Johnson  property  for  the  fire  station  site 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Commissioners,  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  at  this  time,  for  their  cooperation  this  past  year.

Dear  Commissioner  Daniels: 

I  have  examined  the  financial  records  (cash  basis)  of  the 
Walpole  Fire  District  for  the  period  ending  December  31,  1983. 

My  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  procedures  including  such  tests  of  accounting  records  as 
was  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  my  opinion,  the  statements  fairly  represent  the  financial 
position  of  the  Walpole  Fire  District  as  of  December  31,  1983. 

The  following  recommendations  and/or  suggestions  are  submitted 
for  your  consideration: 

1.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Walpole  Fire  District  is  also  an 
Officer  of  The  Savings  Bank  of  Walpole.   This  is  not  the 
best  internal  control  and  should  be  reviewed. 

2.  The  Treasurer,  who  prepares  checks  for  disbursement, 
also  reconciles  the  bank  statement.   Reconciliation 
should  be  completed  by  a  person  other  than  the  one  who 
prepares  the  check. 

3.  There  was  no   indication  that  the  bank  statement  has  been 
reconciled  for  the  months  of  April  and  June  of  1983. 

4.  Opening  balance  of  the  checking  account,  #24-400020, 
as  of  January  1,  1983  listed  a  balance  of  $7,749.57. 
This  did  not  include  amount  of  $10,000.00  recorded 
under  "Capital  Reserve". 

5.  Review  of  invoices  did  not  indicate  that  purchasing 
authorization  is  vested  in  any  one  person. 

6.  A  great  many  invoices  were  paid  without  any  indication 
of  receipt  of  material  and/or  services. 

7.  Perhaps  a  simple  purchase  order  or  purchase  requisition 
should  be  utilized  whereon  receipt  can  be  acknowledged. 

8.  Checks  #291  and  378  were  issued  in  May  and  December 
totalling  $5,972.75  to  cover  the  volunteer  payroll 
account.   I  spoke  briefly  to  George  Hurlburt  and  did 
have  telephone  conversations  with  Barnard  Sherwin.   They 
did  not  wish  to  have  disbursement  of  payroll  bank 
account  #23-540200  reviewed  at  this  time.   In  my  con- 
versation with  Barnard  Sherwin,  I  learned  that  this 
account  would  zero  balance  itself  when  all  checks  issued 
were  cashed.   It  had  been  my  intention  to  review  the 
payroll  procedure  and  verify  the  account  balance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOOPER  INSTITUTE 


Educational  programs  were  the  most  visible  activities  of  the 
Hooper  Institute  during  1983.   These  reached  the  children  and  adults 
of  Walpole  through  school  and  community  programs. 

In  the  schools,  the  Hooper  Institute  worked  with  teachers  and 
students  in  a  variety  of  subjects.   Classes  delved  into  the  serious 
topics  of  acid  rain  and  endangered  species.   A  unit  on  weather 
helped  prepare  one  class  for  the  role  as  radio  weather  forecasters. 
Several  groups  learned  about  forest  management  during  a  cookout  at 
the  Hooper  Shelter.   Other  classes  tracked  animals  on  snowshoes. 

With  the  spring,  we  started  seeds  in  the  classrooms  and  later 
transplanted  the  seedlings  outside.   A  wildf lower  slide  show  proved 
suitable  inspiration  for  spring  nature  walks.   Pondlife  studies 
were  popular.   The  children  also  learned  about  differences  between 
amphibians  and  reptiles. 

For  the  second  year,  the  Hooper  Institute  sponsored  a  project 
on  Farming  and  Forestry  in  the  Connecticut  Valley.   This  unique 
program  affords  school  children  the  opportunity  to  witness  tradit- 
ional livelihoods  of  people  in  our  region. 

We  visited  a  sheep  farm  and  later  learned  how  to  process  raw 
wool  into  spun  and  dyed  yarn.   We  saw  oxen  at  work  skidding  logs 
and  met  draft  horses.   We  visited  a  sawmill,  a  sugar  house,  a 
greenhouse  and  saw  how  Christmas  trees  are  managed.   We  met  a  bee- 
keeper and  his  hives.   We  learned  how  milk  is  processed  from  cow 
to  carton. 

Turkey  Club  met  afterschool  weekly  through  the  spring.   We 
erected  bluebird  nesting  boxes  on  our  explorations.   There  were 
school  vacation  excursions  on  ski  and  snowshoe  during  the  winter. 
We  fished,  birdwatched  and  botanized  along  the  edge  of  the  Conn- 
ecticut River  in  the  spring.   The  Hooper  Institute  sponsored  a 
short  Summer  Program  in  June  for  younger  children. 

Several  Boy  Scouts  completed  work  on  Merit  Badges  and  Con- 
servation Skill  Awards  under  my  guidance.   In  the  Fair  School  Pro- 
gram, we  set  up  native  freshwater  aquariums,  terrariums  and  bird 
feeding  stations.   The  children  also  learned  about  seeds  and  ever- 
greens. 

Thanks  to  all  who  helped  the  Hooper  Institute  have  a  fine  year.
